The 
word says that no man is to add to the words of the book. God gave 6 
similar prohibition in the time of Moses, when the law was given, that no 
one should: add to or diminish. from the things then revealed. That is 
what God requires always. Whenever He gives a revelation to man, He 
wants man to receive that revelation as it is. It is not for man to add to 
His word, nor for man to take away from it in any degree The revela- 
tion is to stand as delivered. And that is all there is to it in what the 
Apostle John said concerning this. No man is to add to that which: God 
reveals. This same book of Revelation, which says that man is not to add 
to what God reveals,.shows very clearly, in several places, that there was 
to be further revelation from God. John himself received a mission: to go 
out and prophesy to many nations, and many kings, and many tongues. 
This was given him in the form of a, book that he was to eat in the vision, 
and the angel explained:to. him the meaning of it. That was a mission 
for him to prophesy before many nations, and many kings, and many 
tribes,’ and many tongues; and if he prophesied, it would be the word of 
the Lord spoken by the Holy Ghost. Whatever John might say under 
the influence of the Holy Ghost would be the word of the Lord to the 
people, just the same as What the prophets had said in olden times under 
the same ‘Npirit: Holy inen of God spake as they were moved upon by 
the Holy Ghost,” and that ‘became Seripture.

Ty East Africa and the Philippine Islands there is a tiny crab, with a body 
scarcely half an inch long. Its claws are only of moderate size, and. nob 
very unequal. By way of trivial name it may be called the Window-pane 
Crab or the Mirror Crab. On the other side of its body and on both sides 
of the fourth joint in each of its legs, there are transparent oval spaces 
like 99 many panes of glass or framed mirrors, There is reason to suppose

that these have a telephonic character. The animals can produce sound 
by rubbing together parts of their trunk and limbs, and whatever advan- 
tage they! ‘say derive from the power of making noise’ js likely|to be 
closely connected with their power of hearing it. Strange as it may seem 
that the sense of sound be distributed to arms and legs and breast, we 
ourselves have the sense of touch diffused all. over the body with far more 
advantage than inconvenience. These crabs no doubt find a benefit in 
having acoustic arrangements far more expanded than vertebrates would 
desire. The Swedish. naturalist, Dr. Carl. Anrivillius, has been recently 
studying the Mirror Crab at Mindanao. There, at low tide, a large stretch 
of mud is left uncovered by the retreat of the very shallow waters. There, 
too, as in the swamps of the Godavery, a wonderful sight is to be seen.

It is further stated that What they were 
is unknown; they are introduced in Exodus without ‘explanation; ae if 
familiar bo the Israelites of that day. „* scholars suppose 
that they were the twelve stones of the breastplate ; others that they were 
two additional stones concealed in its fold. Josephus adds to these the 
two sardonyx buttons worn on the shoulders, which, he says, emitted 
luminous rays when the response was favorable; bat the means by which 
the oracles ‘were given is lost in obsourit .. 
The description of the Urüm end ummim 
by the Prophet Joseph is not in the least at variance with what is said of 
them in the Bible, or with what the world knows of them. This‘simple 
fact, when considered in connection with others, goes to prove that he 
was inspired, and that he was actually in possession of these instruments, 
or his ‘attempt to describe them and to explain their use would have been 
faulty; for it is not at all likely that he got his description ‘of them from 
the Bible or from other published works of his day. If be did take/the 
pains to make the necessary research in order to give a description of then 
that would harmonize with what was known about them, this one. fact of 
itself, of course, would furnish no evidence of. his being divinely assisted. 
But his extensive writings and translations contain so many hundreds of 
statements that harmonize with known truths, that it would take more 
than his brief lifetime to compare and verify them. Besides this, many 
of the statements in his writings’ fully agree with facts’ discovered 
subsequent to the time of his recording them, and he had no opportunity 
to compare and harmonize these, befere announcing them to the world;
